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SIU-SW Asks *30 Million 


Construction of fac 
ign $30,140,841 at the South- 
western campus of Southern 
Illinois University was included 
in a proposed 1971-72 capital 
budget of $72,925,063 requested 
Friday by the SIU board of 
trustees, meeting at SIU-SW. 

The request goes to the Illi- 
nois Board of Higher Educa- 
tion, which will study it and 
make ultimate recommenda- 
tions to the General Assembly. 

In addition to the $30,140,841 
figure for the local campus, the 
request includes $29,053,043 for 
SIU at Carbondale, $9,115,000 
for SIU’s new Springfield medi- 
cal campus and $4,616,179 for 
the Vocational-Thecnical Insti- 
tute east of Carbondale. 

Utilize Building Authority 

The largest single-item—$38,- 
411,967—is in the form of re- 
quests to authorize the Illinois 
Building Authority to construct 
facilities at the Southwestern 
and Carbondale campuses. 


cost- 


Other budget categories in- 
clude non-Building Authority 
buildings, 1and acquisition, 
equipment, utilities, remodel- 
ing, site improvements and 
planning funds. 

SIU-SW listed top priorities 
on expansion of its heating and 
refrigeration plant; funds for 
completing the purchase of the 
Alton center, formerly Shurt- 
leff College; and planning, re- 
modeling and equipment for the 
SIU School of Dental Medicine 
in Alton. 

Physical Education Project 

Another ranking item at the 
local campus is completion of 
the physical education building. 
Governor Richard B. Ogilvie’a 
short time ago released more 
than $3 million for the first 
phase of construction of this 
building. 

Equipment, utilities and site 
improvements for the first 
stage of the Springfield medical 


instructional facilities group 
are shown as prime budget 
needs for the medical campus. 
A $3%4 million appropriation 
for the initial stage was ap- 
proved earlier this year. 

Also requested is $7,560,000 
for a second instruction group 
at Springfield, 

Carbondale Security Office 

At Carbondale, a building to 
house the campus security of- 
fice leads all priorities. The 
force now is located in an old 
two-story house. 

Also high listed at Carbondale 
are a refrigeration plant to 
serve air-conditioning needs on 
the south end of the campus 
and a learning resources and 
library complex previously ap- 
proved but not budgeted. 

Major priorities for the Vo- 
cational-Technical Institute are 
a learning resources center and 
library, and utilities for a mas- 
ter distribution system. 


SIU-SW Codes on Conduct, Rights 


The Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity board of trustees, meeting 
Friday at SIU-SW, accepted for 
the Southwestern campus: 

1. A student conduct code. 

2, A student rights code. 

3. Procedures for demonstra- 
tion. 

Each of the documents ou 
lines in detail the position of 
SIU at the local campus. The 
reports went into effect immedi- 
ately. Chancellor John $. Ren- 
dleman told the trustees that 
the documents were still being 
reviewed by the Student Affairs 
Council and the interim regula- 
tion will be in final form for 
action by the trustees next 
month. 

Grounds for Expulsion 

In the Conduct Code, here 
are the grounds for separation 
from the university by. suspen- 
sion, dismissal or expulsion: 

—Unprovoked use of force or 
violence against any member 
or guest of the university com- 
naunity. 

—Interference by force, 
threat or duress with the 
freedom of movement of any 
member or guest of the univer- 
sity. 

‘ontinued occupation of a 
university facility, or forcible 
disruption of a university-sanc- 
tioned activity, after being di- 
rected to leave, or to cease said 
disruption, by the chancellor (or 
his delegated representative) 

—Defacement or theft of uni- 
versity property .or of property 
owned by members or guests of 
the university community, or 
malicious damage to any of the 
above propert;

—Academic cheating or pla- 
giarism. 

—Unauthorized possession or 
use of firearms or chemicals 
which are explosive in nature, 
or which otherwise are classi- 
fied as weapons. 

—Forgery, furnishing false in- 
formation, alteration or misuses 
of university documents (includ- 
ing identification cards) with an 
intent to deceive the university. 

Disciplinary Probation 

Engaging in any of the fol- 
lowing conduct provides grounds 
for disciplinary probation or 
lesser sanctions: 

—Trespass or unauthorized 
entry to properties within jur- 
isdiction of the university. 

—Violation of motor vehicle 
regulations. 

—Violations of regulations 
governing the use of university 
faciliti including residence 
halls. 

—Illegal possession, sale or 
delivery of narcotic drugs, or 
other materials prescribed by 
state or federal laws, or of in- 
toxicating liquors on properties 
within jurisdiction of the uni- 
versity. : 

—Hazing, 

Repeated instances of conduct 
which calls for disciplinary pro- 
bation are grounds for separa- 
tion from the university. 

Also outlined in the code are 
the sanctions and clarification 
of procedures on whether or not 
a person can be re-admitted to 
the university. 

The conduct code states when 
a student is charged with a vio: 
lation of a law of local, state or 
national government, the uni- 
versity will not request special 
consideration for the student or 
initiate internal disciplinary ac- 
tion unless a viable university 
interest is clearly involved, al- 
though the university will co- 
operate fully with external agen- 
cies in any program of a re- 
habilitative nature. 

When the civil violation also. 
violates the Code of Student 
Conduct, appropriate actions 

be taken within the univer- 


In the paper on student rights, 

the university outlines: 
Right to Disagree 

Students have a right to dis- 
agree with views offered in the 
classroom; student views shall 
be kept confidential and no rec- 
ord on a_ student's political 
views will be kept. 

The rights include: 

Academic records and dis- 
ciplinary records will be kept 
separately; student organization 
membership lists will not be re- 
quired for recognition; no stu- 
dent can be denied admission to 
the university or any university 


organization on basis of race 
or sex 

Students will be informed of 
rights upon arrest or upon be- 
ing charged with serious viola- 
tion of university regulations or 
civil law. 

All records 
ciplinary 


relating to dis 
matters will not be 
kept in excess of four years 
or. graduation; the university 
shall provide means to apprise 
students of legal aid and may 
offer other assistance; there 
will be no censorship of student 
publications, 

The student body should have 
clearly defined means of par- 
ticipation in the formulation 
and application of institutional 
policy affecting academic and 
student affairs. 

Any student will have the 
right to approach the director of 
any function or operation within 
the university with regard to 
seeking a redress of grievance 
pertaining that function or 
operation. 

The demonstration procedures 
outline what the university con- 
siders as a demonstration, how 
one is to be scheduled and the 
role of security both on and off 
the ‘campus.

Exemptions for 1970 
Valuations to Total 
About $8 Millions 


Property valuations in Granite 
City township for the 1970 tax « 
year have been cut $5,841,145 
below , last year’s total as a 
result of new laws exempting 
certain categories of personal 
property assessments, it was 
learned by the Press-Record 
today. 

In addition, further assess- 
ment reductions estimated at 
$2.1 millions. are to be made 
later this year by the Madison 
county Board of Review in the 
form of Homestead Exemptions 
allowed under another new law 
on real estate property owned 
by persons 65 years of age or 
older, 

On this basis, the Granite City 
township property assessments 
for the 1970 tax year, on which 
tax bills will be based for col-: 
lection next year, are expected 
to total about $8 millions less 
than the $174,891,490 total valu- 
ation for 1969," acording _ to 
James Barton, Granite City 
township assessor 

An $8 ion reduction in 
the Granite City assessment 
could mean a loss of $437,600 
to the townships five taxing 
agencies on the basis of the 

1970 combined tax rate of 

$5.47 per $100 assessed valu- 

ation. 

Barton announced that he has 
extended a total 1970 property 
assessment of $169,050,345, of 
which $70,671,745 is: in personal 
property values 

1969 Assessment Higher 

For the 1969 tax year, on 
which taxpayers were billed this 
year, the total assessment was 
$174,891,490, with $77,855,860 of 
the amount representing per- 
sonal property valuations, 

These figures show! that the 
reduction in’ personal property 
valuations actually totaled $7, 
184,115, but part of this loss was 
offset by a $1,342,970 increase in 
real estate assessments. 

The assessment reductions 
were effected in two programs 
under legislation passed in the 
1969 session of the General As- 
sembly. One of the acts provid 
ed for elimination of personal 
property assessments on antos 
used for pleasure and on house 
hold furnishings 

The other provided for home 
stead exemptions of $1500 each 
on real estate property owned 
by persons 65 years or older 
In both instances the taxpa 
were required to file applica 
tions to take advantage of the 
cut. The applications were re 
ceived by the town assessors 
who applied the personal prop. 
erty reductions in their 1970 
assessment books, The real 
estate exemptions, however, 
were referred to the board of 
review which must check the 
property descriptions and ap. 
prove each individual exemp. 
tion 

Cars Down $4.7 Million 

Barton said that upon 
completion of his assess- 
ment books, which were 
turned over the board of 
review last week, figures 
showed 1970 passenger auto 
assessments of $1,070,660 af-

Venice Okays 2 
Street Projects 


Resolutions providing for two 
street improvements with mo- 
tor fuel tax funds were approved 
by the Venice city council in 
regular meeting Friday night, 

The council action calls for 
removal and replacement of 
the present bituminous surface 
of Market street between State 
street and’ Broadway, along 
with removal and replacement 
of the present curbs and gut- 
tering and sidewalks in the 
block-long stretch of Market 
street. The job is expected -to 
cost around $25,000. 

The other project provides 
for resurfacing of Madison 
avenue from Collinsville ave- 
nue to Market street, a dis- 
tance of one block, with bitu- 
minous surface. The project is 
estimated at $30,000, 

The council also filed a re 
port by Chief of Police Ralph 
Brawley showing a total of 34 
arrests during August. The 
city received $176 in fines as 
the result of disposition of the 
cases. 

Next meeting of the Venice 
council is scheduled. Oct, , 2.

Teaching Assistants 
At SIU-SW Workshop 


Twenty-five graduate teaching 
assistants are attending an ex- 
perimental two-week workshop 
on teaching methods and orien- 
tation at Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity-Southwestern. 

The program, sponsored by 
the Office of Academic Affairs, 
is designed to expose teaching 
assistants to all areas of the 
university, including the ad- 
ministration, academic  divi- 
sions, and the student body, ac- 
cording to Stephen Brown, co- 
ordinator of the program and 
member of the Experimental 
Studies staff. 

The program begins daily 
with a presentation by a mem- 
per of the university faculty, 
staff, or student body with dis- 
cussion periods following each 
session. Brown said the grad- 
uate assistant is exposed to 
various techniques of teaching 
and is briefed on instructional 
materials that are available to 
assist and enrich a subject 
presentation. 

Included in the daily pro- 
grams are afternoon sessions 
utilizing the micro-teaching 
met’aod. This method includes 
the use of cameras and record- 
ers on both the student and 
teacher. This allows the assist- 
ant to observe himself and crit- 
ique his or her presentation. 
SIU students are used in the 
sessions which adds to the va- 
lidity of the setting and provides 
a record of response to the pres- 
ention. 

Brown, who wrote the propos- 
al for the workshop, says “‘a 
great number of students at- 
tending the larger universities 
often complain about the cali- 
bre of instruction they receive. 
Since the graduate assistant is 
also a student, a program like 
this is designed to bridge the 
gap between his roles as a stu- 
dent and a teacher and create 
a better teaching situation.”

Balanced O'Fallon Attack Stops

The Madison high school Tro- 
jans, undefeated last year, have 
played only-one game but can 
no longer claim unbeaten status.

Madison touchdowns were 
scored by the two starting half- 
backs, Dwayne Shaw afd Rob- 
ert Pryor. Both are seniors. 
Shaw, 5-11, weighs 200 pounds 
and Pryor, 5-10, is a 180- 
pounder. 

The other points were tallied 
by Shaw, who kicked the extra 
point after his own first-quarter 
one-yard TD plunge, and then 
ran a two-point conversion af- 
ter Pryor’s second-period touch- 
down. The 39-yard pass play to 
Pryor included a 14-yard aerial 
and 25-yard scamper. 

Ground Offense Clicks 

The MHS offense was sparked 
primarily. by running gains, 
particularly those of Shaw and 
Edward Chandler, while O’Fal- 
lon succeeded equally well on 
the ground and in the air.

Madison Ponders Mobile Home Problem 


A request by Second Ward 
Alderman Richard Kismer for 
a special use permit to locate 
a mobile home in a restricted 
residential area has brought 
before the Madison city council 
a problem that one council of- 
ficial termed ‘‘a ticklish situa- 
tion.” 

Alderman Kismer made his 
request in behalf of a second 
ward resident whose husband 
is a disabled workman and 
whose son is retarded. The 
woman seeks to locate a mobile 
home on her own property. 

“This is a hardship case and 
we have a petition signed by 26 
persons living in the vicinity 
who have no objection,” Kismer 
told the council last week. 

Noting that Madison has an 
ordinance prohibiting parking 
of mobile homes within the city, 
City Attorney Nick Vasileff said 
a recent Illinois Supreme Court 
ruling declared such an ordi- 
nance unconstitutional.

Third Ward Alderman Ray 
Kozielek commented, ‘‘This is. 
a ticklish situation when you 
put a trailer in a residential 
area. How will this affect the 
zoning ordinance we are work- 
ing out with the planning com- 
mission?”

Teachers Union 
Seeking Equal 
Bargaining Law 


‘A spokesman for the: Illinois 
Federation of Teachers has told 
the Illinois Democratic Party 
Platform Committee that it 
should make the granting of 
equal rights for public em- 
ployees to engage in union or- 
ganization and collective bar- 
gaining a major issue in. the 
present election campaign, it 
‘was reported today. . 

Speaking for the statewide 
organization which represents 
about 36,000 public school and 
college teachers in Illinois, 
Oscar A. Weil, executive direc- 
tor of the IFT said, ‘The most 
shameful fact is that public em- 
ployees at the state and local 
levels in Illinois have engaged, 
with impunity, in wholesale 
violations of human and con- 
stitutional rights of thier em- 
ployees.”” 

Weil said both political parties 
must “share the blame for this 
sorry condition of the law be- 
cause Illinois courts composed 
of both Democratic and_Re- 
publican judges have offered 
no relief from such abuses.”” 
He said the only relief has been 
in federal courts,’ which have 
issued opinions that union ac- 
tivities are protected by the 

Federal Constitution. 

Weil recommended the Demo- 
cratic Party “work to establish 
penalties against public offici 
who discriminate against em- 
ployees who engage in union 
activities.” He asked that the 
“Party itself discipline any of 
its members who hold or seek 
public office when it is found 
that such persons have a record 
of interfering with the right of 

_ employees to self organization 
and free collective bargaining.” 

In a statement regarding the 
question of strikes by teachers, 
Weil said that scores of teachers 
have been fined and sentenced 
to jail for violating injunctions 
and that the organization is 
“proud that teachers have made 
this kind of commitment to 
secure justice under law.’ The 
IFT recommended in its state- 
ment that the Democratic Party 
of Illinois take the lead in es- 
tablishing protection of the right 
to strike for public employees 
by seeking legislation to outlaw 
use of injunctions against strikes 
“where it has not been proven 
in a court of law that there is 
a clear and imminent threat to 
health and safety.” Weil says 
his union will not support any 
candidate for public office who 
does not favor such legislation

$750 Million in Bonds 

The $750 million Anti-Pollu- 
tion Bond Act was: signed by 
Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie on July 
2 after it was passed by both 
houses of the Illinois General 
Assembly. If passed by a ma- 
jority of those who vote Nov. 
3, it will enable the state to sell 
general obligation bonds to fi 


nance new sewage treatment 
plants throughout the state. 

By dealing through the newly 
established Illinois Environ- 
mental Protection Agency, a 
substantial increase in the 
amount of funds for which mu- 
nicipalities may be eligible 
from the Federal government, 
will be possible in most areas. 

Currently, municipalities con- 
structing or modernizing their 
sewage treatment facilities are 
eligible for only 30 to 35 per- 
cent of the cost from the Fed- 
eral government, but under the 
new proposal 50 to 55 per-cent 
of the cost may be obtained 
from the Federal government, 
25 per-cent from the state, 
leaving 20 to 25 per-cent needed 
as the local share. 

Impact on Taxes 
“There surely will be an im- 
pact on property taxes if this 
is not passed,” Brown said, ex- 
plaining that if the act is not 
passed by the voters, munici- 
palities will have to continue 
to raise the majority of the

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Lawmaker Scorns 
Group's Report 
On Pornography 


State Rep. Sam M. Vadala- 
bene (D-Edwardsville) this 
week denounced the preliminary 
report of the Presidential Com- 
mission on obscenity and por- 
nography for its lack of concern 
with young people. 

Vadalabene-served from 1967- 
69 as, chairman of the Illinois 
Obscenity Laws Study Com- 
mission, As @ result of the com- 
mission's work, legislation was 
introduced to curb the sale of 
obscene material. 

Terming the tentative rec- 
ommendations ‘‘unsupported by 
general knowledge or the com- 
mission’s own research,’’ Vadal- 
abene questioned the reliability 
of any study that focused only 
‘on the portion of the population 
that is made up of mature, well- 
adjusted ‘adults. 

The Edwardsville Democrat 
also discussed a strong act he 
introduced last year dealing 
with presenting harmful mate- 
rial to minors. The legislation 
passed the Illinois House only 
to be killed in the Senate. 

“If the members of the Presi- 
dential Commission had really 
wanted to study the effects of 
pornography, they would not 
have used healthy, happily mar- 
ried couples as subjects; nor 
would they have limited the re- 
search. to those over the age of 
21. That is like looking for the 
cause of the common cold in a 
highly-trained, superbly condi- 
tioned olympic athlete.” 

Commission Conclusion 

The commission concluded 
that erotic materials do not con- 
tribute to the development of 
character defects, nor operate 
as a significant factor in anti- 
social behavior or in crime, ac- 
‘cording to Vadalabene. 

“What they should have clari- 
fied,” he said, “was that they, 
meant pornography does not 
operate as a cause of miscon- 
duct in normal adults. Previous 
studies and éveryday ex- 
perience confirm that what the 
conclusion neglects is the ef- 
fect of obscene material on the 
unstable, peripheral people who. 
live in the shadow of society. 

“A person with anti-social 
tendencies may have them trig- 
gered by pornography. The 
Commission ignored this prob- 
lem. 

“More damaging, “Vadala- 
bene went on to say, “‘is the 
commission’s failure to examine 
the effect of obscenity on un- 
sophisticated and vulnerable 
young people. They concluded 
that such material does not op- 
erate as a cause of misconduct 
in youth, and yet their reported 
research ignores youth. 

Parental Responsibility 


“Parents rightfully feel their 
responsibility to raise their chil- 
dren should not be dictated. 
Still, with movies, magazines 
and books of questionable taste 
being so available today, par- 
ents cannot oversee the every 
move of their kids. ‘The rights 
of parents and the well being of 
young people is what last year's 
legislation was designed to pro- 
tect.” 

The act Vadalabene referred 
to would have made it unlaw- 
ful for any person to sell to 
someone under 17 a ticket to a 
show or any book, record or 
magazine that ‘is harmful to 
to minors. 

Harmful’ material is any 
which predominanty appeals to 
the prurient interest of the 
minor or is patently offensive to 
prevailing standards in the 
adult community as a whole 
with respect to what is suitable 
material for minors. 

Convicted violators would be 
subject to a heavy fine and 
term of imprisonment. 

Vadalabene pointed out that 
a law similar to this has al- 
ready been constitutionally up- 
held in New York. He said Illi- 
nois would now haye a strong 
law “if the members of the 
State Senate had not chosen to 
disregard this contemporary 
community problem. Illinois is. 
not Denmark.”

No Retreat from Progress; Computers Indispensable to 


(Computer Age) 


Some people say the invention 
of the computer is more impor- 
tant than the invention of the 
wheel or the printing press. 

Tae same people play a game 
called What If All The Comput- 
ers Were Turned Off? To the 
skeptic, the answers can be 
devastating 

1. Many cities would be 
without electricity. 

2. Paychecks would be 
stopped for weeks until a 
manual system could be de- 
vised. Even then, according 
to estimates, banks would 
have to hire every woman 
between the ages of 20 and 
40 in the United States to 
handle the checks.

In 1947, the first electronic 
computer began. calculating 
Army artillery tables at Aber- 
deen Proving Grounds in Mary 
land, completing a job in ten 
seconds that had taken 20 hours 
by desk calculator 

Our government realized 
the impact such a machine 
could have on the military. 

So did the Soviets, but their 

attempts to order a dupli- 

cate machine were stymied. 

In the time it took the S 

viets to put together their 

own machine, our Defense 

Department had become the 

most sophisticated user of 

ccmputers, and the largest. 

Meanwhile, computers be- 
came popular in business, 
education and government 
agencies outside of Defense. 

Today there are 60,000 com- 

puters in use, and. the ex- 

perts ‘predict twice this 
number in five years. 

But statistics are only the 
top of the computer iceberg. 
You have to look beneath to see 
the revolutionary nature of this 
machine 

In medicine, to take a single 
example, only 10% of our hos- 

ls. have computers. But 
those in use are already chang- 
ing the basic approach to pa- 
tient care. 

Hospitals first used computers 
to reduce the drudgery of cler- 
ical work—billing, payroll, stock 
control, and the like. 

Gradually, more sophisticated 
uses were found. Computers 
began to plan the daily menu 
for entire. hospitals cheaper 
than ever. Blood testing and 


other laboratory work. became 
automated, 

The patient under intensive 
care began to be monitored by 
computer to signal serious 
changes in his condition to the 
medical staff. 

And medical researchers 
found that the computer opened 
new doors to human under- 
standing 

The computer arrived in med- 
icine none too soon. Because of 
the population growth, medicine 
faces a critical shortage of doc- 
tors—50,000 at least—with little 
hope that medical schools can 
train enough doctors in the next 
few years 

If the doctors we have today 
can reduce the time needed to 
treat patients, the effect of this 
shortage will be reduced 

A hopeful sign is the use 
of the computer to detect 
diseases in patients before 
they enter a hospital. Com- 
puter-equipped clinics are 
springing up here and in 

Canada where dozens of 

tests are given with the aid 

of machines — but without 
the presence of a doctor. 

Nurses and_ technicians, « fol- 
lowing procedures approved by 
local doctors, guide patients 
through the tests and aid in 
completing questionnaires, In 
some clinics, even the question- 
ing is automated. 

The computer then prepares 
a report for the patient’s doctor, 
pointing out anything that looks 
suspicious. This frees the doc- 
tor to concentrate on trouble 
areas and spend his valuable 
time treating patients. 

Current clinic.charges to the 
patient range from‘a low: of ‘$35

should drop as more 
use the clinics. 

So far, results from these 
clinics are encouraging. Many 
patients, surprisingly, are more 
willing to answer intimate ques- 
tions about themselves to a ma- 
chine than to a person, 

Also, tests are included that 
are not part of a routine physi- 
cal and, in fact, would cost 
much more outside of these 
clinics. 

But the most encouraging re- 
sult is the indication that com- 
puter-equipped: clinics will lead 
to preventive medicine for a 
large percentage of the public. 
By offering a broad range of 
services to more people than a 
doctor can handle ‘himself, the 
clinics can detect diseases be- 
fore they go too far. 

Patients can then be treated 
before a disease becomes seri- 
ous. This will save their money, 
free the doctor to do the work 
he was trained for, and ease 
the crush on overcrowded hos- 
pitals. 

Medicine is but one part of 
our society where the computer 
has become an essential tool. 

A list of computer uses 
would run into the thou- 
sands. In many cases, men 
are able to do something 
better because of the com- 
puter. In other cases, such 
as nuclear research, they 
are doing something they 
could not do at all if the 
computer were not invented. 

As.we become more depend- 
ent on these machines, we will 
have to understand computers 
as well as we understand our 
automobiles. * *

Why Not You?”; “Where Do 
You Want Us, On the Street Or 
in Teen Town?”; and “Where 
Are Our Civic-Minded Fire 
men?” 

Mrs. Sharon Littlejohn, a 
youth group adviser, said the 
jiremen, in a vote taken last 
week, rejected a request to rent 
the hall for Teen Town pro- 
grams this winter, 

Used Hall Last Year 

“We paid them a toal of $1000 
for seven months rental last 
fall and winter,” she stated, ex- 
plaining the hall was rented 
one night per week for three 
hours, costing the group $30 per 
session. 

“We don’t know exactly what 
the problem is, but their re- 
{usal appears to be politically 
motivated. They won't give us 
a reason, although it has been 
mentioned there was a fight at 
a Teen Town dance on one occa- 
sion,” Mrs, Littlejohn said. 

“One fight in seven months 
doesn’t seem too bad a record 
when you are dealing with so 
many teenagers,” she added.

“We hope through the picket-
